ENEMY H O L D S FAST 


Reds Counter-Attack And 
Build Up Strength In 
Four Major Areas

TOKYO, June 29 — (INS) — 
Bitter fighting raged in many sec­ 
tors along the Korean front Thurs­ 
day despite talk of the cease fire 
proposal and dug-ln Communist 
troops held United Nations forces 
to small gains. 
The Reds counterattacked at var­ 
ious points and continued to build 
up their strength in four major 
areas where the southward move­ 
ment of Communist vehicles was 
reported. 
in Tokyo one American official 
made a mystery flight from Tokyo 
^arly Friday morning. Censorship 
rohibited mention of any further 
details concerning his flight or 
Identity. However, Gen. Matthew U. 
Ridgeway, whose movements might 
be a tipoff to cease fire negotiations, 
was still in tokyo. 
The Communist radio in Pyong­ 
yang, capital of North Korea, con­ 
tinued to talk war rather than 
peace. The radio quoted a "high 
officer" as saying: 
"We will fight until the last drop 
of blood and until the American 
Imperialist army and (heir puppets 
are completely annihilated." 
In Pusan the Republic of Korea 
legislature unanimously adopted a 
resolution opposing a cess* fire at 
the 38th parallel. 
Communist forces dug In on both 
sides of the Kumhwa-Kumsong road 
northeast of the enemy’s crushed 
"iron triangle" buried stiff attacks 
into 
the 
United 
Nations 
lines 
Thursday night. The attacks were 
a continuation of small but furious 
attacks 
launched 
before 
dawn 
Thursday. These were beaten back 
with no loss of ground by the 
Allied soldiers. 
Further east, In the vicinity of 
Yanggu where the Reds had stiffly 
resisted Eighth army forces for 
two days. Communist opposition 
was reported diminishing. 
However, Allied soldiers in the 
area were limited to galna of 1.000 
to 1,600 yards. 
Elsewhere along the front con­ 
tact was reported as light.
